Commissioner’s Report Shows Them 
to Be in Demand. 


W ashington, Jan. 3.—The report of 
the land commissioner for the fiscal 
year 1910, ended June 30 last, shows 
that 119,600 acres, representing 1,922 
applications, were entered in Minneso­ 
ta in the twelve month period. 
The 
receipts of the government from these 
lands aggregated $209,425. 
Lands to 
the extent of 2,JJT,208 acres were en­ 
tered in South Dakota, the receipts 
therefrom 
aggregating 
$1,009,800; ; 
North Dakota 804,385 acres entered, 
showed receipts $949,487. 
There re 
mains 
unappropriated 
and 
unre­ 
served in Northwestern states land as 
follows: 
Minnesota, 1,563,303 
acres; 
South 
Dakota, 4,562,000; 
Non ti Dakota, I,* 
410,225. 
Unsurveyed lands in Minne­ 
sota cover 2,291,000 acres; South Du 
kola, 185,< 00 acres; North Dakota, 2, 
363,000 acres. 
The report contains an account of 
the logging operations on the ceiled 
Chlpivewa lands of Minnesota during 
the year. 
It is estimated that during 
the past seven seasons 826,476,oho feet 
boart! me isure, valued at $5,346,7*0, 
have been cut oft these lands. 
The statement is made that 100,000,- 
OOO feet more timber remains to be­ 
fogged under existing contracts.

Bran- 
deis, counsel for the traffic committee 
of com mere ial organizations of the 
Atlantic seaboard, iii the investigation 
by the commission of proposed ad­ 
vances 
in freight 
rates 
in official 
classification 
territory—the 
section 
east of the Mississippi and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 
Railroad 
managers, Mr. 
Brandeis 
contends, should not look without, but 
wit iiin. 
“lf their net income is insufficient,” 
he says, “the proper remedy is not 
higher rates but scientific 
manage 
Blent, which will 
lower 
cout« 
and 
bring increased business as well as 
making higher wages possible. If their 
credit is impaired the remedy is not 
higher rates, but advanced m e t h o d s 
and the elimination of questionable 
practices. 
They will maintain en Git 
by de erring i t ” 


Would 
Affect Only Class Rates. 


The proposed advances in classifica­ 
tion territory -would a ffe c t only class 
rates. 
The total freight tonnage fi r 
1909 was 62 »,231,975. 
la ss than k per 
cent moved under class tales, yet ot 
the f r e i g h t revenue of these railroads 
for the calendar year 1909 nearly 22 
per cent ($103,271,823) was derived 
from class rates. 
These rates govern 
over 4,000 articles, including most of 
the necessities and competitive art­ 
icles. 
The proposed increases vary 
from 8 to 29 per cent. 
.Mr Brandeis indicates that Ik* eon 
shiers the great question in the inves 
ti gat ion is the statement of President 
Willard of the Baltimore and Ohio 
that “the tendency of rates will be to 
continue upward.” 
“As an alternative to the railroads’ 
practice 
of 
combining 
to 
increase 
rates,” suggests 
Mr. Brandeis, “we 
offer co-operation to reduce costs; sci­ 
entific management, under which, as 
costs fall, wages rise.” 
The consumer, he points out, should 
"beware of the vicious circle of ever 
increasing freight rates and ever in­ 
creasing cost of living.” 
The burden of proof of necessity of 
the proposed advances being upon the 
railroads, Mr. Brandeis maintains that 
the roads “have failed so completely to 
sustain their burden of proof that ap­ 
proval of the new tariff should be de­ 
nied," 
The contention of the railways that 
the possibilities of economy in rail 
roading have been exhausted is de 
nied. 
Mr. Branded asserts that ad­ 
vances in transportation have been 
relatively few and some of those have 
been forced by law against strenuous 
opposition. 


It Eliminates Graft. 


It is indicated that scientific manage­ 
ment increases the efficiency of the in­ 
dividual and of the plant and also In­ 
creases the emoluments of both capi 
tai and labor. 
It eliminates graft in 
the purchasing and in construction 
work. 
Publicity, argues Mr. Brandeis, 
is an essential condition of freedom 
from graft. 
It is maintained that “at least IL- 
000,000 a day could be saved by scien­ 
tific management” of American rail­ 
roads. 
Mr. Brandeis urges that no evidence 
was presented to sustain the conten­ 
tion that the proposed increases in 
class rates are reasonable. 
He says 
that no increase in any class rate 
properly can be made without hearing 
the shippers and that the pending in­ 
creases were fixed without such hear 
ing, 
He argues further that “the injustice 
in the existing classifications is such 
that no horizontal advance could be 
made without great hardship; that it 
would seriously increase the cost of 
living, and that It would reduce long 
distance tonnage anil hence the reve­ 
nue of the railroads.” 
As to the argument of the railroads 
that they n< eu additional revenues on 
accounts 
of 
required 
increases 
in 
wages, Mr. Brandeis says: 
“Every railroad which is properly 
financed can meet existing needs by 
ecientific management.”

REVOLUTION BREAKS 


OUT IN HONDURAS 


Battle Expected ai 


Puerto Cortez. 


Puerto Cortez, Honduras, Jan. 3.— 
The long expected revolt of the ad­ 
herents of Manuel Bonilla against the 
Davila government in Honduras has 
broken out. 
A decisive battb* is ex­ 
pected to be waged in the streets ck 
this city within the n^xt few days. 
The 
revolutionary 
gunboat 
Hornet 
was sighted off this port and prepara­ 
tions are being made for an attack 
upon Puerto Cortez by land and sea. 
Further south along the Guatemalan 
border it is reported the revolution­ 
ists, 500 strong, including many Amer­ 
icans. armed with modern rifles, two 
field pieces and a plentiful supply of 
ammunition, 
are 
preparing 
for 
a 
march through Santa Barbara to Te- 
gu< igalpa, the capital. 
Another body of 
revolutionists Is 
reported iii the vicinity of Las Que- 
bragas, where a small engagement is 
said to have taken place. 
These sol 
diers. it is believed, are to be used in 
the attack 
upon Puerto 
Cortez, as 
there is a good wagon road available, 
and in two days’ march a juncture 
could 
be effected with the 
Bonilla 
troops on Montagus bar.

Thief River Falls, Minn., Jan. 3.— 
David Lacoe of this city was instantly 
killed in the woods near Bauuette. 
He was employed by one of the log­ 
ging firms in that district and was cut­ 
ting down a tree when another one 
was felled near him, the top of which 
struck him on the top of his head, 
fracturing his skull. 
He leaves a wife 
and seven small children. 


Land Office Commissioner Wants Coa’ 
Fields Developed. 
Washington, Jan. 3.— Development 
of the coal fields, both in Alaska and 
the United States, “with due adher­ 
ence to the principles of conserva­ 
tion.” is strongly urged by Commis­ 
sioner Dennett of the general land 
office in his annual report to the sec­ 
retary of the interior. 
He wants the 
coal delivered to the bins of the ulti­ 
mate consumer at the cheapest pos­ 
sible price, but at 
the same 
time 
wants legislation which would prevent 
the fields falling Into the hands of 
the monopolies. 
“It is imperative,” he says, “that 
newr legislation be passed covering 
the disposition of coal lands in Alaska 
and in the United States. 
The Inade­ 
quacy of the present laws is univer­ 
sally 
conceded. 
This 
proposition, 
therefore, needs no argument. 
The 
progress of advancement in the West 
is being retarded under present condi­ 
tions by the difficulty in the success­ 
ful opening of new- mines under legis­ 
lation as it exists today. 
Competition 
has been checked. 
The consumer is 
having to pay. therefore, a greater 
price than it would be reasonable to 
expect he would have to pay if it were 
possible to open new mines under leg­ 
islation which would encourage the 
development of this resource. 
“Legislation, however, which would 
not retain in the United States the 
right of supervision over the market­ 
ing of the product would be a mis 
take,” he continues.” 
To throw this 
resource open so 
the coal deposits 
would ultimately pass into the hands 
of the monopolies and tracts would be 
to render the conditions worse than 
they are ut present.”

Congressman 
Bartlett

when a circuit judge, reversed himself. 
In ft certain case Judge Taft granted 
an injunction, holding that a law of 
Ohio contravened the constitution of 
that siato. 
But th * case was also 
tried by the Ohio s lpremecoturt, which 
held that the law dd not contravene 
the constitution. 
Judge Taft then decided that it wras 
the duty of a federal Judge to follow 
the decision of the highest court of a 
state in construing the law- and con- j 
Btitution of that state and reversed his 
former decision. 
“And the judge who thus set an ex­ 
ample for the judiciary of the United 
States,” said Bartlett, “was a man 
whom the people have since honored 
and placed iii the Whit** House.”

ago, ar ’ the Skulason primary of two 
y e a r s ago, will be found “among those 
present.”

The weather forecast gives promise 
that the worst of the cold wave will 
be over soon.

THIM fact will rob tin* elections of this 
winier of many of the deadlocks and 
s c a n d a ls that usually attend these con­ 
tests. 
’ria* most conspicuous products 
of the old method were these Very 
scandals and deadlocks, together with 
millionaire senators and trust agents. 
The senate was tilled with I ‘lh finan­ 
ciers and whitewash committees. 
It 
was a poor trust that could not af­ 
ford a senator of its ow n. 
Popular Elections Blocked. 
Tf is hardly to In* wondered at that 
these ventleineti liked Ila* method by 
which they were chosen and blocked 
all attempts to change it. Session aft­ 
er session tin* house of representatives 
passed a resolution for popular elec­ 
tion of senators, only to sis* it die at 
the oilier end of flu* capitol. 
State 
after state petitioned congress for the 
reform, but the senators from the in­ 
terests stood pat. 
They knew where) 
their jobs caille from. and they were 
not of the self sacrificing school of 
patriots who would vote themselves 
out of office. 
Tin* last election gave 
them sm li a Jolt, however, that they 
apparently considered further resist­ 
ance useless, aud so the resolution ii 
tn go t brough. 
Before that takes place 
however. 
flu* old regime is very much In evi­ 
dence. 
If all signs (In not fall there 
will bi* a crop of deadlocks that will 
recall old days.

OREGON TRAIL TO BE MARKED 


N e b ra sk a n s to Erect S h a ft on Site of 
F am ou s Lone Tree, 
In the early days of Merrick county, 
Neb., during the fifties, there stood on 
the north bank of the Platte river 
south of what Is now Central City 
a giant cottonwood tri*e. Tills tree was 
close to the old Oregon trail, and for 
miles up and down the river there was 
not another tree to he found. 
Under 
its spreading branches emigrant trains 
halted for rest to escape the heat of 
the day under its beneficent shade. 
It came to be known to the early 
travelers of the plain as the “lone 
tree.” 
Finally Its branches withered and 
its trunk rotted and the old tree fell 
down, and the spot where it stood was 
almost forgotten. A short time ago a 
move was sot on foot by the old set­ 
tlers to set up some suitable mark on 
the spot where the lone tree stood, 
and the matter has been taken before 
tin* county board of supervisors. 
A 
marble shaft will he set up. 
On the 
shaft will be the simple words, “Here 
stood the old lone tree on the Oregon 
trail.”
